About two 
dozen diIjs have o«ea introduced 
aod many of them have gone 
tnrouga ail the stages and become 
law. 

XVone of the bills we have con- 
sidered so Xar has been very 
controversial. But they have been 

sound legislation, and I think all the 

members feel we have done a good 

job in getting ahead with them so 

rapidly. 

1 be debate on the speech from 
the throne has also iKen proceed- 
ing, and we have heard some 
interesting speeches. Premier 
Drew spoKe at some length on the 
necessity of adopting more careful 
forestry practices in order to con- 
serve these valuable resources and 
prevent the waste and loss which 
have so often occurred in the past. 
He promised at a later date to bring 
in a bill establishing a forest 
resources commission, which would 
have full administrative power to 
see that proper forestry practices 
are carried out. 

The premier also spoke about the 

re-opening of Ontario House in 
London. He told us it was already 
in use as a clearing centre for 
Ontario troops in Britain and that 
after the war it would be continued 
with the triple purpose of encourag- 
ing immigration, encouraging Brit- 
ish industries to come to Ontario 
and informing the British people 
about Ontario products. 

Ex-Premier Nixon followed 
Premier Drew. He discussed 
several of the changes proposed by 
the new government- Mr. Nixon 
was naturally quick to defend the 
policies followed by the former 
government of which he waa a 
member, but he did so In a fair 
and friendlyway. He praised the 
government on the first steps which 
j had been taken toward levelling out 
! hydro rates and promised his 
' support if the government would 
[even go a bit farther. This is a 
1 point on which most of the private 
I members on both sides of the house 
seem to be agreed. 

Mr. Nixon's only word of real 
criticism was the lack so far of 
definite action to implement the 
government's pledge to pay half the 
cost of school taxes now charged 
against real estate. He expressed 
the hope that the government would 
bring in legislation to carry out 
this promise and warned them that 
there would be widespread dis- 
appointment throughout the prov- 
ince if they did not. 

We have heard two fine speeches 
on agriculture this week by Agnes 
Macphail (C.C.F. York East) and 
Farquhar Oliver (Lib., Grey South). 

I was particularly interested to see 
that though they belong to different 
parties, they were agreed on many 
points. In fact, I think it safe to 
say that almost every member of 
the house agrees that the farmer 
has had a very poor deal In the 
past and that he must get a much 
better deal In the future. 

Both speakers were emphatic in 
their attack on conditions in the 
livestock industry, where they felt 
that the farmer was subject to too 
great a spread between the price 
the farmer got for his product and 
the price the consumer paid. Miss 
Macphatl suggested that the first 
step to correct this situation was 
the organization of producers into 
commodity groups through which 
they could bargain collectively for 
fair prices, and the second step was 
operation of the packing plants by 
the farmers themselves. Mr. 
Oliver also spoke strongly in

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NEWMARKET ENJOYS 
EXHIBITION JOF ART

Although not an exhibit of 
w-rld famous masters such as 
is now being shown at the 
Grange art gallery in Toronto, 
we had some fine works of art 
shown at our Newmarket exhibit 
which would do credit to a 
much larger centre. It is doubt- 
ful if there is another rural com- 
munity in Canada where one 
could find such a variety of out- 
standing work. 

The oil colors of Robert L. 
Chad wick consisted entirely of 
winter landscapes. His broad 
handling of the medium shows a 
charming individuality some- 
what in the trend of the modern 
Canadian movement. Some of 
his larger pieces had been hung 
at the Ontario Society of Artists 
and Royal Academy exhibitions. 

The Devon landscape and its 
quaint cottages and gardens 
were admirably depicted in 
Frank Denison's group of oil 
colors. His harbor scenes in 
Gloucester and Spain showed an 
intimate acquaintance with his 
subjects. 

Fred Hagan's contribution to 
the show consisted largely of 
lithographs. His handling of 
the crayon had a distinctly in- 
dividualistic freedom and his 
subject matter leaned toward 
the abstract in sharp contrast 
with the other group. Oils and 
drawings rounded out the dis* 
play of this versatile artist. 

William Hopkinson's group of 
paintings showed a fine delinea- 
tion of Ontario in a variety of 
seasonal moods.

Eighty thousand parcels per week 
are sent to the international Red 
Cross in Geneva for the pool for 
British empire prisoners of which 
the Canadian Red Cross pays for 
30,000, Australian Red Cross 10,000 
nnd British Red Cross 40.000. 

Only the Red Cross finds missing 
persons In enemy and occupied 
countries, sends messages to 
families there. 

Since war's beginning, nnd up to 
date, Canadian Red Cross has 
shipped nearly 30 million articles 
of civilian relief, hospital supplies 
and woollen comforts to servicemen 
nnd women. 

Three million dollars Is required 
to cover the cost of nil materials, 
purchased during tho year 1044, 
from which these are made by tho 

women of Canada. This includes 
cost of warehousing, freight nnd 
cartage in Canada and overseas, 
ns well ns workroom supplies and 
expenses. This $3,000,000 is only 
tho cost, practically, of tho raw 
material. When we realize the full 
value of the work of the women of 
Canada It undoubtedly brings this 
figure closer to $8,000,000 in vnlue.

One of the arguments frequently -used against 
amy "socialistic experiment"-— and an argument 
that may have some truth — is that if the state

becomes the chief employer men may lose their 
right to belong to trade unions and to strike. We 
suppose that the public ownership advocate's 
answer would be that when workingmen have a 
large voice in government, and government 
operates a business in which they arc employed, 
there will be no need to strike, or that workmen 
will still have trade unions if they want them. 



A point we frequently wonder about is why 
those who keep holding up to the workingman 
the danger of losing trade unions, with the 
private enterprise system, do not try to demon- 
strate to him that he can belong to a union now. 
Only a small proportion of Canadian working- 
men belong to bona fide trade unions. Industries 
are far-sighted when they welcome trade unions. 
Trade unions may at times be unreasonable and 
even greedy but they make sure that employees 
are satisfied. When employers keep trade unions 
out of their plants they cause their employees to 
seek other means of gaining their ends. If they 
can't share in control of the plant through a trade 
union, employees determine to share in control

Empire. We are members of a 

great British partnership of free 
peoples. That is no vague 
emotional expression. It is part 
of the constitution of Canada 
itself. Our fellowship with 
British people elsewhere 
throughout the world is estab- 
lished as a condition of the pact 
of Confederation itself. It is 
therefore just as much a reality 
as the unity of Canada within 
Confederation. 1 ' 

I have been personally dis- 
satisfied with certain aspects of 
our educational system for a 
long time. 

It would be much better if 
our children left school with 
some skill developed which they 
can use to make a living. Great- 
er opportunity along academic 
lines for bright children should 
also be provided by way of 
scholarship or some other assist- 
ance where the parents are un- 
able to send their children to 
institutions of higher learning. 

The importance of history can- 
not be too highly emphasized as 
to how it has affected democracy 
and our associations with the 
British Empire.
